To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise for the purpose of paying fora Ward bed as 
needed in the Mary Hitchcock Hospital, Claremont Hos- 
pital or both, also to appoint a committee or make res- 
olutions regarding same. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the town will vote to instruct 
the Selectmen to apply for State Aid maintenance for 
state roads for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the town will vote to instruct the 
Selectmen to apply for State Aid on highways for the 
ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the town will instruct the Select- 
men, providing the State will consent, to apply for enough 
State aid in advance to complete in one year the State 
Road leading through Ward’s woods meeting the State 
Road leading from Lebanon line down. (By request.) 


ARTICLE 10. To see what sum of money, if any, the 
town will vote to raise for an iron bridge nearest the old 
Jacob Reed Grist Mill. 


ARTICLE 11. To see what sum of money, if any, the 
town will vote to raise for an iron bridge nearest the corner 
below the Scott West place, on the road leading toward 
Wayland Smith’s. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the town will vote to raise the 
sum of $80.00 for lighting the streets of Plainfield and 
Meriden with electricity. 


ARTICLE 13. To see what sum of money, if any, the 
town will vote to raise to make necessary repairs on the 
interior of the Town Hall (Meriden) or take some action 
thereto.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the School Board of Plainfield: 


I take pleasure in submitting to you my fourth annual 
school report. 

The regular attendance of the superintendent at the 
bimonthly meetings of the Board, the numerous conferences 
of the superintendent with its individual members, together 
with your own, not infrequent visits of inspection to the 
various schools, have kept you at all times well informed 
of school conditions and needs. Anannualreport, however, 
serves to extend to the taxpayers much important infor- 
mation regarding the schools, and to record for future 
reference much valuable data for comparison in years to 
follow. 

Eight schools are in session. The Penniman and the 
Hersey schools have been closed. The three pupils from 
Penniman and the five pupils from Hersey attend school 
at Meriden. Those from Hersey, living beyond the two 
‘mile limit, are transported. All the parents and children 
of the two districts seem well pleased with the change. 

Two schools, a grammar and a primary, have been 
opened at Meriden. 

Eight teachers areemployed. One is without teaching 
experience; two have one year’s experience; two have four 
years’ experience; one has five years’ experience; one has 
ten years’ experience; and one has twenty years’ experience. 
The highest salary paid is $900; the lowest, $540. The 
average salary paid is $664. | 

In general the discipline of the schools is good and the 
teachers are devotedly striving to accomplish the best 
possible results in the year’s work. With the exception of 
the Methodist Hill school, which was opened on August 28, 
all the schools began work on September 5.

GENERAL STATISTICS

Nine schools were maintained. One hundred and forty 
different pupils were registered. Three pupils were attend- 
ing high schools in the state, two at Claremont and one at 
Hanover. There were seven non-resident pupils in the 
enrollment; six from Enfield and one from Cornish. 140 
plus 3 minus 7 leaves 136, the number of pupils for whom the 
district is required to pay the per capita tax. The amount 
of the per capita tax ($2 per pupil) is $272. The average 
membership was 112; the average attendance, 104; the per 
cent of attendance, 93. Francis Donley, Raymond Donley, 
Marion Emerson and Barbara Dannel were not absent or 
tardy during the year.
